Bismarek, N. D,,-Marelri8.—There 
isa sea of water on the flat lands be- 
tween Bismarck and Mandan and the 
Missouri river, ordinarily only a few 
hundred fect wide now reaches a dis- 
tance of seven miles in width, so that 
boats can ply between the two cities. 

Comparisons show the water to a 
the highest since 1887, and 
few inches below the high water mark 
of that is stationary today, but there is |} 
still a firm gorge extending for sev- 4

eral miles south of the city, and the 
stage of water depends on whether 
this gorge breaks before the Willison 
gorge water comes down from above. 

All residents of the bottom lands 
have been driven out and their homes 
stand in several feet of muddy water.

Across the river the water is being 
held out by dykes, which have been 
reinforced with bags and various ob- 
stacles to the passage of the water.

THE PROVINCE'S POSITION IN 
REGARD TO THE BONDS» 

~ ‘he sale/of the bonds of the Alberta 

and Great Waterways Company has, 

more: than anything else in connection 

with the whole subject, been made 

the subject of misrepresentation. 

One: thing, .first’ of all, should be 
made clear. ‘I‘hese are not provincial 
bonds,- though they have been ‘con- 
stantly referred to as such, andthe 
province had nothing to ‘doswith the 
negotiations in regard. to. their—dis- 
No .one has. ever suggested 
that it should interfere in the financial 
arrangements being ‘made by the G. 
T. P..and the C, N..R. forthe. con- 
struction of the lines of these com- 
panies that. are beirig; guaranteed by 
the province. Why. then,.should it do 
so. with the A. & G. W.? The: re- 
sponsibility for raising the, moncy, to 
build, all these roads, lies with the 
officers of the different companies, Mr. 
Clarke, the president of the A. & G, 
W. went to London to interest the 
moncy market in the proposition. For 
several months, as readers of the Capi- 
tal know, nothing .was heard of his 
enterprise and it was assumed that he 
had failed.in his quest for a purchaser 
of his railroad bonds, as many others 
who had gone on similar missions had 
failed before him. Fortunately he at 
last’ came ¢o an arrangement with 
J. S. Morgan & Co. He returned to 
America and on the strength of this 
arrangement work on the road was 
commenced. The government had no 
right to a copy of the agreement be- 
tween Clarke and Morgan. All that 
it required to be assured of was the 
price that was being obtained, so ‘hat 
it. could see to it ‘that all the money 
available from the sale was turned 
over to its safe-keeping to be applied 
to the purposes of the road, according 
to the terms of the statute.

“backed by Alberta’s credit,” says the 


Calgary Albertan. “It is a slur on 
‘Alberta’s reputation that she should 
receive only par for a five per cent. 
security.” 

The Herald is evidently not aware 
that there is always a great difference 
in price between a regular govern- 
ment bond and a railway bond, backed 
by a overnment. The reasons are 
obvious but it is not necessary to go 
into them here. We merely state the 
fact. Because an A. & G. W. 5. per 
cent. bond brought only par, it by no 
means follows that an Alberta bond 
of the same character would not bring 
a good deal more. In January of last 
year the Dominion disposed of a large 
quantity of its 334 per cents. at 990% 
and the next month 4 per cent. bonds 
of the G. T. P., guaranteed by the 
Dominion brought only 90. These A. 
& G. W. bonds, it should be remem- 
bered,by reason of the short term 
for which they run, rank in the bond 
chart as the equivalent of ordinary 
4% per cents. The price at which 
they sold, par, thus compares very 
favorably with that received for the 
G. T. P. four per cents., 90, especially 
when it is considered that the A. & 
G. W. is building into a wholly new 
country, 

The Calgary Albertan 
remarkable paragraph:

“The province has absolutely no as- 
surance that the company wiil ever 
go any further with the work of build- 
ing a railway. It can be stopped now, 
and not another tap done on it. The 
province cannot force the company to 
go on with the work. That means 
that the Alberta and Great Water- 
ways Railway company got about $8,- 
000,000 for ils bonds, disposed of them 


for $7,400,000, the company getting the ||

This is a deliberate misstatement. 
The A. & G. W. sold its bonds for

effect that Clarke and Morgan entered 
into collusion by which the one would
